SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the CD-ROM cassette case Best of Vivid as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The cassette case advertises the sexually explicit CD-ROM Best of Vivid and other 
similar products. The case contains five small photographic images. Four of these 
images present women posing in a sexually suggestive manner. One of these four 
images depicts a naked female from the waist up, posing in a sexually provocative 
manner. The Classification Office considers that the partial nudity of one woman and 
the sexually suggestive and provocative manner in which the women pose in these 
images means that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the 
public good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. This restriction is considered 
to be a reasonable and demonstrably justified limitation of the rights and freedoms in 
si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
